A t the W arren State Hospital 
Monday afternoon, th irty physic­ 
ians, twelve dentists, health nurse* 
and teachers were addressed by 
Dr. H erbert Kocpp-Baker, direct­ 
or of the speech clinics a t Penn­ 
sylvania State College. 
His topic for discussion dealt 
with 
deform ities 
of

which produce serious speech de­ 
fects. He explained th at numerous 
operations have been devised to 
correct 
these 
interferences 
in 
stru ctu re which take place in the 
new-born 
and 
showed

slides describing such operations. 
Cleft palate and hairlip, he said, 
are failures in the union of bone 
and soft tissues and the speech 
defect which results affects the 
behaviour of such individuals, aa , 
speech is the one attribute which 
distinguishes man from the lower 
anim als. 
The speaker told, also, that in 
recent years num erous appliances 
have been devised, dentures of dif­ 
ferent types, which greatly aid in 
the ability to speak plainly and 
also assist in correcting the de­ 
form ity. It was pointed out that 
m uscles m ust also be exercised 
and educated so th at the speech 
m ay be made more intelligible. 
The session was very interesting 
and proved a most helpful one.

ON SECU RING HOUSEMAIDS 
Here s an editorial written by Ruth Millett, author 
of “We, the Women,” that contains a number of sug­ 
gestions of value to readers who may be haying difficulty 
in securing and keeping housemaids; 
“Can wear my mink coat for day off. ’ 
That line in a classified Help Wanted ad brought a 
New Jersey housewife looking for a maid 600 telephone 
calls before she was forced to take the receiver off the 
hook to get a little peace. 
The woman without a mink coat—or the inclination 
to share her wearing apparel with a maid—might think 
there’s no lesson for her in that incident. 
But there is if she wants a maid. The woman who 
advertised “Can wear my mink coat for day off” recog­ 
nized a fact that many women overlook. 
And that is 
that maids aren’t so different from the women they 
work for. They’re just women. 
An employer who keeps that in mind has less trouble 
than her sisters in getting and keeping help. 
She might not get 600 calls, but she would get some 
if she included in her Want Ads for a maid any of the 
following assurances: 
“Housekeeper can do work in own way. Am not one 
constantly to supervise and criticize.” 
“Realize private life your own affair. 
Will not pry 
into it or attempt to regulate it.” 
“Will respect housekeeper's time off.” 
“Will see that mea J sare always on schedule.” 
“Regular hours; no overtime.” 
“Nice, comfortable room which will be absolutely 
roxxr own. Will not snoop around to find out how you 
ceep it.” 
“Your work will remain the same as when hired. 
Will not increase it without also increasing wages.” 
“Will really appreciate your making family's life 
easier and more pleasant, and will try to show it by 
making your life as secure and pleasant as possible.'' 
“No rules like not permitting telephone calls or 
guests during off hours.” 
Those promises might not lure as many applicants 
for the job of housekeeper as “Can wear my mink coat 
for day off”—but they are bound to interest some 
women. For they show that a woman knows a maid is 
just another woman, with a woman’s ideas of what is 
important.
